Five More Bodies Recovered Today and 


' 
Cause of Explosion Found.

DETEOIT, Mich., Nov. 7.—Today five 


more bodies have been • recovered from 
the terrible boiler diseaster of yesterday. 
At 10 o'clock this morning twenty-one 
dead had been taken irom the smoldering 
ruins. 


The cause of the explosion of the boil- 


en is found to be that one of them had 
gone dry, and this theory1 is sustained by 
the evidence and opinion of experts. 


[LATER.] 


At 12 o'clock five more bodies have been 


taken out making a total of twenty-six. 
Four of these have been idenlilied. Many 
bodies are yet known to he in the debris, 
under a dangerous flooring.

NEW YORK, 2 p. m., Nov. 7.—The 


market opened Irregular this morning

eighths. There was.a better feeling, how- 
ever. Some local buying and 
shorts. 


Covering steadied the market. The coal- 
ers were higher and the trust stock ad- 
vanced from one-half to two per cent. 
Tobacco was the leader in this class. 
Brokers who are as a rule employed by 
lower Wall street people were quickly 
picking up the stock on any weak spots. 
Western Union declined rapidly to eighty- 
eight and one-fourth where supporting 
orders were met and the stock steadied, 
advancing to eighty-nine and one-fourth. 
Up to noon the grangers were the most 
firmly held stocks on the list. While com- 
mission houses say that there is some 
good buying at these prices the traders 
insist that there is no buying demand ex- 
cept from the shorts who are covering, 
and that but feeble rallies may be ex- 
pected until there%is some good outside 
buying. Exchange is steady at shipping 
point and some may be sent out for senti- 
mental efl'ect.

Charitable Women of Williams- 


town Hold Their Annual Meet- 


Ing and Discuss Plans. 


WHAT HAS BEES DONEJH THE YEAR. 


Girls Taught Sewing and !rhe Boys Drill.

The ladies of the Good Will club of 


Williamstown and vicinity held tbeir 
eighth annual meeting on October 30 in 
Grand Army hall, Williamstown, which 
was gratuitously offered for the afternoon. 
About seventy persons, a larger number 
than usual, were in attendance, including 
ladies from the town proper and members 
of committees from outlying districts. 


Mrs. 
L. D. Woodbridge, chairman of 


the executive committee, presided, and 
after the minutes of the last meeting had 
bean read, called for reports of the work 
of the club for the past year from the 
secretary and treasurer, 
the sewing 


schools, hospital and relief committees. 


The report of instruction in sewing and 


military drill in the central school for 
1895 
was presented by Miss Carter, who 


originated and has successfully carried out 
the plan of adding these branches to the 
Curriculum of the common school. The 
innds necessary for this project amount- 
ing to nearly $200, were collected by Miss 
Carter through her own efforts, the Good 
Will club contributing some materials for 
sewing. Since the beginning of the win- 
ter term in January, 1895, the children in 
five rooms in the school have been taught 
sewing one day in each school week by 
Miss Piper, who herself was present at 
the meeting, and stated that the work 
had been faithfully and patiently done by 
the children, and that in the two lower 
grades the boys had done as well as the 
girls. In the other grades a military 
drill has been carried on for the boys 
under the direction of Mr. Lansing, who 
has been very successful with them; the 
good effects of this exercise upon the 
children having been noted in the school. 
Kev. Mr. Sedgwick presented the boys 
with caps and bells, W. E. Hoyt with a 
handsome silk flag, and Messrs. Waterman 
and Moore presented a case in which to 
keep the equipments of the boys. 


The success of the work has been so 


much greater than was anticipated that it 
is hoped, notwithstanding the increased 
expense, to extend the work next year so 
as to include four more. 


Miss Hopkins, who has been in charge 


of the White Oaks school, (which suc- 
ceeded one formerly held at the station), 
reported successful work in tbat place,but 
urged the advisibility of introducing both 
serving and military drill into the regu- 
lar school curriculum in both the White 
Oaks and station schools. To aid Miss 
Hopkins in introducing- these branches as 
an experiment, the executive committee 
of the Good Will club recommended that 
$50 of its funds be given to her tp be used 
at her discretion for this purpose. It is 
hoped that the town authorities will see 
the necessity of doing their share in bring- 
ing about this much needed change. 


Mrs. Ha}l, chairman of the hospital 


committee, whose work is so important, 
states that the Williamstown free bed in 
the North Adams hospital had been occu- 
pied forty-seven weeks since July let, 1S94, 
nine different patients having been sent 
there for treatment. The necessity of a 
bed in connection with the work of the 
club has thus been fully domonstrted the 
past year, and at a preliminary meeting 
held on October 24, 1893, it was unani- 
mously voted by the club that a bed be 
engaged from year to year so long as the 
work should demand it, 
Nearly two- 


thirds of the money necessary for the bed 
next year has already been raised in re- 
sponse to appeal and by personal effort of 
some of the committee, Mrs. D. J. Ney- 
land having collected over one-third of 
the necessary sum. 


Mrs. Safford's report of the relief work 


showed that there was some encouraee- 
ment in the fact that there are not so 
many poor wandering families to be cared 
for as in years past, and that there is a 
noticeable improvement in the condition 
of those who have been helped. Twenty- 
one families in all have received aid from 
this club in the way of clothing, food and 
fuel during the past year. In special 
cases of contagious diseases and long 
illness the club has worked with the 
•town authorities in meeting the expenses 
of nurses and extra supplies. Through 
the relief committee the club also cares 
for several worthy, inflrm old women, 
and the past year has distributed among 
several families, at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, baskets containing food and 
delicacies which were kindly donated by 
warm friends of the club. Mrs. Safford 
made special mention of an emergency 
fund given to her by generous and sympa- 
thizing friends for her own distribution 
wherevsr need might demand. George 
Dodge also lifts a great burden from the 
club in paying the hospital expenses of a 
man whom he took to New York for the 
treatment of a disease that will keep the 
invalid in the hospital au indefinite time. 


Mrs. Saundors, secretary and treasurer, 


presented two reports, the first as secre- 
tary's report, being a general review ot 
the club's work for the past year; as 
treasurer, she spoke of the financial sup- 
port of the club during the year, and of 
having on hand a larger amount than 
usual to begin the new year. Prom the 
reading of these resports it was seen not 
ouly how efficient, far-reaching and non- 
.sectarian the work of the club has been 
»but also how greatly this work has in- 
creased since eight years ago when the 
club was first organized on the basis of 
the personal and telf-denying work of 
Mrs. 
Safford. 


After tha reading and acceptance of the 


reports, the officers and committees who 
had served the past year were unanimous- 
ly re-elected. 


Before adjournment votes of thanks 


were passed by the club to the board of 
control of the North Adams hospital for 
their courtesy and generosity in granting 
special termn for the bed, to the mer- 
chants of Williamstoivn for contributions 
ot" supplies; to the Grand Army and 
Worcens' Kalief corps for the use of their 
hall; and to all friends who have rendered 
assistance to the club in various ways. 


After the final adjournment of the 


meeting, tea was served, and the general 
interests of the iclub were "discussed in a 


more informal way. Among the topics 
thus informally discussed was the ques- 
tion whether, in view of the successlul 
work already established and the hopeful 
outlook for the future, the club might not 
reasonably hope to obtain soon a better 
equipment for a still more successful ac- 
complishment of its important work. 
One of the pressing needs of the club now 
felt is a suitable room or hall where enter- 
tainments in the interests of the people 
may be held, and where, too, cooking 
may be taught to the girls, and various 
kinds of manual labor may be taught to 
the boys and girls that they may become 
intelligent wage-earners and useful mem- 
bers of society.

Many Victims of an Explosion In 


Detroit, Journal Building. 


Fifty People Buried When the 


Structure Collapsed. 


Out Few ol the Unfor'.unale Ones Taken From 


the Ruins Alive. 


DETROIT, Nov. 7.—Tho battery of boilers 


In tho building of The Evunlng Journal 
exploded yosferduy, wrockittg the build 
IURS 45 and 47 West Lamed street. 


A craping rent nearly 40 feet wide, from 


top to bottom of a five-story business 
block, a numUer of dead bodies recovered, 
a score of persons injured and more than 


] that u umber missing, with a certainty 
that many more dead bodies arc beneath 
the ruins—such is tho result 'of the ex- 
plosion. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning the 


whole neighborhood ' was terrified by a 
fearful shock, caused by tho explodin'g of 
the boilers in tho basement of Tho Jour- 
nal building.' Plate-glass windows across 
the street, a:id some of those farther awfly, 
were shattered by tho concussion, and 
several persons were cut by falling glass. 
At tho samo instant, tho five floors and 
roof of that section of the building col- 
| lapsed and foil to the basement, carrying 
with them at least 50 persons, who had not 
the slightest warning of tlieir danger. The 
cloud of dust, which blinded the eyes of 
tho amazed spectators of the horror, was 
quickly succeeded by smoke from tho fires 
which started in the ruins. The work of 
rescue was rushed to the utmost, but prog- 
ress has necessarily been slow. 


The debris and bricks &re dumped into 


an almost solid mass, upon which quanti- 
ties of water have been poured and into 
which comparatively little headway has 
been made. 


Sixteen dead bodies have thus far been 


taken from the ruins, and some 30 tenants 
and employes in the building are still 
missing, and there can be no doubt that 
most of 'these arc lying dead 


•Under tho'Debris. 


Tho wrecked portion of the buildlnar, 


which is owned by the Newberry estatu, 
was separated from the rest of the struc- 
ture by a lire wall. The first floor of that 
section was occupied by the John Davis 
company, dealers in druggists' specialties, 
and by The Journal mailing department. 
Tho second, third and fourth floors were 
occupied by the Davis company, W. W. 
Dunlap & Co , machinists, and Hillier's 
book bindery, The editorial rooms of The 
Journal arc on the fourth floor, but situ- 
ated beyond the fire wall, and the staff 
escaped injury. The .ToUiinal stereotyping 
room on the fourth floor was directly iu 
the path of the explosion and went down 
in tho wreck. A few had miraculous es- 
capes, and came staggering from the ruins 
after the awful wreck, scarce knowing 
themselves what had befallen them. 


From the lists of tenants and employes 


secured it seems certain that 50 people in 
all were in the collapsed section. There 
are still 27 persons unaccounted for, and it 
is more than fair to presume that most of 
them are among the dead. At every hour 
reports are received of others who are 
missing, and whose relatives and friends 
havo been unable to find any trace of them. 


Two of the injured, who are in ths hos- 


pital, will probably not .recover. Of those 
who are now in the ruins, it is not 
thought any will be rescued alive. Those 


I who were not killed outright have un- 
1 doubted ly perished, either from suffoca- 


I tiou or exhaustion.

August and had found them up to the re- 
quirements. Sorno of the employes in the 
building assert that the boilers were old 
and known • to be unsafe. Still others 
have a theory that the explosion was 
caused by chemicals, owned by the Davis 
company, stored iu the basement. 


Another circumstance is also considered 


significant, namely, that carpenters were 
engaged in shoring up the floors of tho 
second story, directly over tho boilers, in 
order to sustain the weight of a heavy 
machine which had been placed in Dun- 
lap's machine shop. The men who were 
at tin's job were buried in the ruin*. 
Little credence is given to any theory, 
however, exempting tho original one, viz., 
that the boilers exploded, demolishing tho 
lower floors and knocking away the sup- 
ports from the upper ones, which fell 
•with the weight of the machinery, etc., 
which they supported. 


The most shocking scene attending the 


holocaust was a struggle between Coroner 
Butler and an undertaker in the employ 
of tries Bros, against Undertaker Frank 
Gibbs. The latter clung to a stretcher 
while a body was being carried out 
through the crowd. As the spectators were 
becoming excited over the ghoulish scene, 
the police, in the inteojst of order, rushed 
Gibbs outside the flro lines, and would 
not permit him to return. 


Arthur D. Lynch, a stereotypor, who 


went down with the wrack from the top 
floor, was pulled from the ruins entirely 
conscious. He WAS under a steam table 
preparing a, matrix. When he fell he was 
protected by the great Iron table, and 
could plainly hear the rescuers at work 
until they reached him. M. Jacobs, a 
paper dealer, who had been in Hillier's 
bindery, had just left the building when 
the crash came. He thought there must 
have been 20 girls and four or five boys in 
tho bindery, besides George J. Hillier, the 
proprietor, of whom nothing has been 
seen or heard since the accident. 


Charles Hergert, a packer, employed by 


John Davis & Co., was on the third floor 
when the explosion occurred. He said: 
"I felt the crash and was surrounded by 
flying debris before I could realize what 
happened. The vinegar barrels and acid 
carbons came down on us. I dan't know 
ho'.v I got rut. I know I breathed tlie 
fresh air after n scramble among the rains, 
and knew I hod escaped." 


Charles Hhckctt was found in the ruins 


in the rear, to which approach was had 
through tho alley. Before he was removed 
in the ambulance he reported there hod 
been four or Ave girls on tho floor with 
him.

In III* Empire Slate. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7.— Latest returns 


from all sections of the state do not 
lessen the extent of the Republican vic- 
tory in New York. The total vote, unoffi- 
cially compiled, gives Palmer, the candi- 
date for secretary at the head of the Re- 
publican ticket, a total of 572,625, while 
his Democratic opponent, King, polled 
505,590, making the Republican plurality 
66,935. While this is, of course, a falling 
off from the phenomenal plurality of 150,- 
108 given to Governor Morton in 1894, tt 
shows a large gain over Palmer's plurality 
of 24,484 in 1893,.'the last off year.

FINANCES LOW. 


Contributions to Woman's Board ol Missions 


Have Fallen Off. 


BOSTON, Nov. 7.—The members of tho 


Woman's Board of Missions met in this 
city yesterday for their 28th annual meet- 
ing. Tho session was opened by devo- 
tional exercises. This was followed by 
the annual report of the home department 
of th« board. 


The board has 23 branches, which in- 


clude 1041 senior auxiliaries, 565 junior 
auxiliaries and mission circles, 125 cradle 
rolls and 890 other contributing societies. 
The estimated 40,000 members of the senior 
societies and 10,000 of the junior societies 
are cluing a work which tells. 


The financial year, from Jan. 1 to Oct. 


IS, being only 9^ months long, presents 
some complications. The amount received 
in contributions during this'time is $91,- 
618.B5; tlie amouut received from legacies 
is $15,52S.69, making a total of receipts 
from contributions and legacies of $107,- 
147.64. 
The contributions as compared 


with those of the previous year of 18 
months are less by (10,313.60, and the lega- 
cies are less by ?U406.91, making the total 
of receipta from contributions and legacies 
for this short year $19,720.57 less than last 
year. This difference causes some per- 
plexity in the arrangement of work for 
the now year. 


Tho survey of missions in Africa, Mi- 


cronesia and Ceylon were read by Miss 
Lucy M. Fay. Tho report stated that the 
Woman's Board of Missions has under 
Its care in different fields 120 missionaries, 
10 assistant missionaries, 33 girls' board- 
ing schools, 2(58 day schools, in whole or in 
part, and 157 Bible women. 


Tho Ireland home for kraal girls In 


Amauziutote, Zululand, often affords the 
first shelter to the many fugitives who flee, 


almost unclothed, from brutal fathers, to 
whoso pens cattle may have already been 
driven as the price of their daughters' 
slavery to polygamous husbands. 
A 


hundred anil ninety-seven girls have be- 
come members of the crowded school dur- 
ing the year, and-many more have been 
sent away from lack of room. 


More than 2000 girls attend the village 


day schools in Batticotta, Ceylon. At the 
girls' school iu Oodooville, Ceylon, was or- 
ganized in 1885 the first Christian En- 
deavor society In Eastern lands. There 
are also in the churches Junior Endeavor 
societies, a Voting Men's Christian associ- 
ation, and Helping Hand societies, in 
which tow-caste, poor women are taught 
to sow and to read the Bible. 


The report on missions in European, 


central and eastern Turkey and on the 
Marntti mission in India was read by Mrs. 
E. E. Strong. The missionaries there, 
whose work wits summarized, number 50 
at the present time. 


Thu atrocious crimes and the fearful 


Bufferings which have been such a strain 
upon the sympathies of all missionaries 
throughout the Turkish empire seem now 
culminating In Constantinople. The hearts 
of missionaries are torn with anxiety for 
their people and sickened by the horrors 
of the fear of evil for themselves, and un- 
til recently their work has gone steadily 
on. 


The American college for girls has given 


instruction during its fifth academic year 
to 161 students, of whom 88 were Ar- 
menians, 19 Greeks and 18 Bulgarians, the 
remaining S3 being divided among seven 
different nationalities. Eighty-eight were 
boarders, 47 wore in the college proper
